Exiled General Says He Would Be

PORT OF SPAIN (Trinidad) Oct. 
30.—Gen. Jose Manuel Hernandez, the 
exiled Venezuelan known as “El 
Mocho,” arrived here today from St.

of many years. The election odds 
are 3 to 1 that Mitchel, fusion can- 
didate for Mdyor, will sweep the city. 
It is expected that he will carry in 
all the others on the ticket with the 


Comptroller. Mets, a former Comp- 
troller, has shown great strength, and 
apparently is neck and neck with his 
rival. Charles F. Murphy, leader of 
Tammany, keeps up a brave front and 
insists there are enough faithful or- 
ganization followers to save the tick- 
et, but he is only half-hearted in his 
claims. To judge by the talk of the 
street, the average man assumes the 
fate of the balloting ts already set- 
tled and there is little left but the 
shouting. 
Although Tammany entered the 
campaign with all the opposition ele- 
ments lined up against it, it was con- 
fident of winning. General sentiment 
as expressed in the talk of the street 
was that Tammany would win, but 
might have a smaller plurality than 
usual. The campaign drifted along 
listleasly for some time and the stump 
speakers had difficulty in arousing 
enthusiasm. . Attempts to test senti- 
ment by means of polls and straw 
votes were figgles because voters 
lacked interest. There was no well- 
defined issue except the usual vague 
charges ef corruption and extrava- 
gance under Tammany rule and the 
customary fight againat the dictation 
of the Tammany leader. 
SOMETHING HAPPENED. 


Then something happened, and 
within a week the complexion of the 
situation changed. A revulsion of 
sentiment took place. Instead of fav- 
oring Tammany the election odds in- 
dicated a fusion victory. Issues 
sprang up that compelled discussion 
everywhere and political meetings 
were crowded to the doors. Tam- 
many was demoralized, its ranks shat- 
tered, its leaders stunned and help- 
less. Seldom has there been such an 
astounding reversal in @ political cam- 
paign in this city. 

The revolution began with the im- 
peachment of Gov. Sulzer. The Gov- 
ernor has been a resident of the East 
Bide for many years and he long has 
been the hero of his neighbors. They 
resented his impeachment as a per- 
sonal affront and promptly nominated 
him for the Assembly. The great 
East Side was swept by a sort of 
frenzy which apparently carried away 
thousands of Tammany votes. Sulzer 
began a bitter, persistent attack on 
Murphy, tending to show how the 
Tammany boss tried to run the State 
departments and pave the way for mil- 
lionse of easy graft for his hungry fol- 
lowers. Sulzer was joined in his as- 
sault on Tammany by John A. Hen- 
nessy, who had been appointed by the 
Governor to probe the State depart- 
ments for graft. Hennessy opened on 
both Murphy and his candidate for 
Mayor, ex-Judge Edward E. McCall. 

MURPHY RATTLED. 

Murphy and McCall were rattled. 
The charges were not the usual vague, 
generalizations of campaign talk. They 
gave time, place, names and amounts. 
Murphy and McCall began to make 
denials. They made weak threats of 
throwing Sulzer and Hennessy into 
jail, on criminal charges, but they 
did nothing. As fast as they made 
denials there were new charges to 
face and they have been kept busy 
adding new denials.

COUNT GOLD BY TONS. 


Army of Watchmen and Battery of 

Machine Guns Used to Watch Un- 

cle Sam’s Treasure.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.— About 
eighty-four tons of gold which lies in 
the United States sub-treasury in 
Wall Street, guarded night and day 
by a small army of watchmen, with 
a battery of machine guns, is being 
counted by nine men sent over from 
the Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington.

Capt. Mullen formerly followed the 
profession of taming wild horses, and 
in that capacity traveled over prac- 
tically the entire United States, tam- 
ing animals and giving public exhi- 
bitions of his work on the streets and 
then preaching to the crowds at- 
tracted by the strange power that he 
exerted over the previously unmman- 
ageable animal. 

“One of the strangest „ said 
Mullen yesterday, was that when 1 
had a bad horse subdued, usually in 
about thirty minutes. I would compel 
him to lie down in the street and 
there he would lay for an hour while 
I preached to the crowd.“ 

ALONE IN THE WORLD. 

Mullen is a native of England and 
came to this country when a smal) 
boy, working his passage across the 
ocean, and finally finding his way to 
Washington. He was there picked 
up by a man named William Clay- 
ton, remaining with him for three 
years. Then, still filled with the spirit 
of adventure that had brought him, a 
waif, to America, he started for the 
| Pacific Coast, working his way at any- 
thing he could get to do. He landed 
at San Francisco, after a time, and 
found employment in the stables of 
California Jockey Club, then 
known as “The Blood Horse.” Mullen 
quickly developed into a phenomena! 
rider and just as quickly showed an 
unexplainable and marvelous power 
over the animals he handled, soon 
becoming the logical tamer of all wild 
or vicious horses. For four or five 
years he remained with the club, hav- 
ing meantime been converted to 
Christianity, and at once began m- 
ing religigus talk with his horse- 
taming. 

Having made a small “stake” by 
his work at the club, he went back 
to Chicago and entered the Moody 
Bible Institute, where he remained 
three years. His money soon run out 
and he took up his business of tam- 
ing horses as a means of paying his 


expenses. 

Both the late D. L. Moody and Dr. 
R. A. Torrey, the latter now dean of 
the Los Angeles Bible Institute, wit- 
nessed wonderful work with 
horses in Chicago, and at their sug- 
gestion he combined horse-taming 
and preaching the gospel and started 
on a yer of the country. 

“It @ great drawing card,” 
said Mullen, “and I always had large 
audiences on the street. As a further 
means of paying my expenses, I pub- 
lished a book on the subject, which 
is How out of print, and sold some- 
thing over 5000 copies. I then came 
back to this coast and continued the 
same kind of work in Bakersfield and 
many other places.” 

He came to Los Angeles four years 
ago and entered into a small busi- 
ness and preached on the streets at 
night. Two years later he attracted 
the attention of R. A. Horton, super- 
intendent of the Los Angeles Bible 
Institute, was made open-air evan- 
gelist of the institution, and sent to 
take up regular work on Los Ange- 
les south of First, at a 
time when the wholesalers were ap- 
pealing to the City Council to relieve 
them trom the nu of the I. W. W. 
soap-box orators. 

Now, this was no sinecure two years 
ago. The police department was hav- 
ing trouble with the agitators, who 
continually inflamed crowds of evil- 
men. The latter seemed to

IMPRESSIVE BULK. 


Mullen has an impressive person- 
ality. He is close to six 108 tall 
and weighs 250 pounds. He went to 
his field between First and Second 
streets, pulled off his coat, mounted 
a box and began to preach. 

The crowd hooted and called him 
names, and then to drown his voice, 
which is as big as his body, they 

to sing, He's a Bum; He's a 
Bum.” He moved down the street 
some distance and began again, this 
time by singing, “I'm a Bum; I'm a 
Bum.” 

The crowd rushed to the new stand 
and renewed their insults until one 
fellow over-stepped the mark. Un- 
der certain conditions, Mullen's creed 
covers that of muscular Christianity, 
and before the insulting bum realized 
what was coming, Mullen landed on 
his mug. laid him out in the street 
and after handing him over to the 
police continued his sermon. 

There were no further interrup- 
tions of the same character that even- 
ing, but from time to time he was 
annoyed in various ways, and a few 
days later he jumped down from his 
perch, collared a fellow and walked 
him three blocks to the Police Station 
‘and handed him over to the tender 
mercy of the turnkey. 

At the end of three months it was 
possible for not only Mullen, but 
others as well, to conduct services on 
the street without interruption. Chief 
Sebastian has shown his appreciation 
of the help given the police depart- 
ment in eliminating the dally disturb- 
ances by extending every possible 
courtesy. Any attempt to interrupt 
the speaker is rare, and as for call- 
ing him by foul names, the wise ones 
have no such desire.

Comminuted, Compound, 
and Fracture of the Os 


Colles 
Colcis 


Among Cases Treated Yesterday 
and Opportunity Is Given for Much 
Specializing. 


It was fracture day yesterday at 
the Receiving Hospital, almost all of 
ythe varieties known to the surgical 
profession being in evidence, and the 
only one apparently which got away 
being a “comminuted.” The simple 
fracture and the compound were on 
hand, as were also the less common- 
sounding “colles fracture” and frac- 
ture of the “os colcis.” The <atter 
sounds almost fatal until it is Eng- 
Mshed into a fracture of the bone of 
the heel. A peculiar feature of the 
series of fractures was that they fol- 
lowed one another in close succes- 
sion, like the acts on 4 vaudeville 
Programme, so that the surgeons were 
able to specialize on broken bones 
without interruption from other

CARVING NOT WORK OF ART. 


Japanese, All Cut Up by a Fellow- 
countryman, Taken to County 


Hospital. 

An example of Japanese carving 
not usually found in the collections 
of art connoisseurs was on exhibition 
at the Receiving Hospital yesterday, 
It was sent in by Patrolmen Fordice 
and Israelson, who could not see suf- 
ficient artistic merit in the work and 
arrested the author of it, T. Taka- 
hashi, a cook, living at a Japanese 
rooming-house at No. 312 North Ala- 
meda street. 

Katashima is the name of another 
Nipponese rooming at the same place, 
on whom Takahashi practiced his 
art. There was a quarrel of some 
sort, which the police could not clear- 
ly figure out, but as two or three 
pairs of Japanese crap dice were 
found on Katashima, the nature of 
the dispute was approximated by a 
little deduction. 

The injured man was nearly dead 
from loss of blood when he reached 
the Receiving Hospital, but after the 
usual salt solution had been admin- 
istered he rallied quickly. The hospi- 
tal surgeons were nearly two hours 
in making repairs on the face and 
body -of the Japanese, which had 
been cut with a large pocket knife. 
The injuries were technically de- 
scribed by the surgeons as consisting 
of an incized wound on the left side 
of the face, from ear to chin, severing 
the parotid gland, and the temporal 
and facial arteries. It was this wound 
which caused thé hemorrhage almost 
resulting in death. Another item was 
an incized wound across the nose and 
another one four inches long on the

Waddell is almost without funds, and | 
although the Elks’ lodge, of which 
he is a member, is considering financ- 
ing him in his attempt to regain his 
health, it is believed that he is too 
proud to accept even help of this 
kind from his friends.

Pasadena Hotel Fixes Date 
for Its Start. 


San Rafael Heights Wants 
More W ater.

PASADENA, Oct. 81.—January 8 
will be the date of the formal open- 
ing of the new Hotel Huntington in 
Oak Knoll and a special train win 
that morning roll inte the city from 
New York with the first guests. This 
announcement was made yesterday.

It has been 
altered throughout and the first story 
has been much enlarged and the view 
of the valley enhanced by extending 
the walls and making the windows 
four and five times the size of the 
former large plate-glass windows.

The latest addition to the premises 
is a heterogenous orchard to be ar- 
ranged just outside the dining-room 
windows in which will be a fruit tree 
of every kind that grows in South- 
ern California.

San Bernardino Doctor Must

|- SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 30.—Dr. 
G. Wishard, charged with misappro- 
priating private funds from the cof- 
fers of the State Hospital at Patton, 
was today given his preliminary ex- 
amination before Justice Pittman 
and held to the Superior Court for 
trial. The only evidence presented at 
the preliminary was given by Deputy 
Sheriff Lambert; who made the ar- 
rest, and who also was present when 
Dr. Wishard made his confession of 
guilt. | 

It is asserted that Dr. Wishard will 
plead guilty in the Superior Court 
and ask for mercy. Many people who 
would, under other conditions, de 
‘willing to extend sympathy to the 
accused, now, hesitate to do so when 
it is shown that his peculations had 
extended over fully fifteen months, or 
during almost the entire period of 
his employment as secretary to the 
medical superintendent. 

It is probable that some of the 
cash taken went to help defray the 
enormous expenses of the Wishard 
household, and they were wont. to 
entertain lavishly ever since the doc- 
tor secured his State jo» at the hands 
of the Bull Moose powers, of which 
he was a faithful follower. 

Besides his salary and house rent 
from the State, Dr. Wishard is said 
to have been making considerable 
money on the side by taking ac- 
knowledgeménts from old soldiers 
and others, and is also rumored to 
have been working a petty graft in 
the dental line. ; 

The discovery of the shortage in 
Wishaftd’s accounts has caused ru- 
mars of a further shake-up in the 
Patton institution, but how much 
foundation there may be for this can- 
not be told at this time.

CLOSES SUCCESSFUL CAMPAIGN. 


South Pasadena Organization Ends 
Effort to Raise Adequate Fund for 
Establishing of New Order. 
SOUTH PASADENA, Oct. %80.— 
Last evening marked the close of the 
successful whirlwind campaign of the 
South Pasadena T. Mu. C. A., with the 
result that a grand total of $16,312 
has been subscribed for the purpose 
of establishing a Y.M.C.A. in thie 
city. Only six days had elapsed since 
the plan to raise money was made 
public at a dinner of representative 
business men and during that time 
there has been more strenuous cam- 
paigning and more friendly rivairy 
than was ever seen before in this city. 
L. E. Jones, the State financial secre- 
tary of the T. M. C. A., had charge of 
the plans, and under his direction a 
perfect organization was effected. 
Twelve teams with enthusiastic 
men at the head of each were 
formed, and each evening these men 
and their assistants gathered to re- 
port progress. Results were posted on 
a Wulletin board. Previous to the 
meeting last night, all of the money, 
with the exception of $300, had. been 
raised, and when the total was 
counted and found that $417 had 
been promised, the joy un- 
bounded. The total anrount raised 
was $5104 each year for three years, 
or a total of $156,312. se: 
Director Fox, who had been ten- 
tatively engaged pending the outcome 
of the campaign, was wired at once, 
and he will start immediately for 
South Pasadena to effect an organ- 
ization. He-is one of the fourteen 
men in Y.M.C.A. work with a na- 
tional reputation for success, and the 
city is exceedingly fortunate in re- 
taining him.

CONTRACTORS INDIGNANT. 


Assert that the Enforcement of 
Glendale Ordinance Will Prevent 
Acceptance of Work in the City. 
GLENDALE, Oct. 30.—-On account 
of an ordinance regulating stock- 
yard ding and construction 
— one 3 in the city of Glendale al- 
most all of the contractors, who have 
up to this time been bidding on the 
street work of this city, have threat- 
ened to leave this section and refuse 
to submit bids for work on the streets. 

In this ordinance is a clause which 
says: It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to keep 
or maintain in the city of Glendale 
within 300 feet of any private resi- 
dence, school or church building’ oc- 
cupied by 
yard, horse or cattle corral, or open 
shed or grading or construction camp 
where horses, mules or cattle are kept 
or fed.” This section of the ordinance, 
they claim, will prohibit them from 
doing business in this city. 

The original intention was to pass 
an- ordinance stating the distance of 
500 feet from a residence or church, 
but after much discussion it was de- 
cided the distance was too great. It is 
also declared a misdemeanor for any 
person to lease or rent a lot for these 
purposes unless such lot come within 
the bounds of this ordinance. The 
punishment is fixed at a fine of not 
more than $100 or imprisonment of 
not more than 100 days in the County 
Jail.

some time in financial circles. The 


company recently sent out a letter ont 
to its stockholders requesting their 


assent or dissent on the passing of 
the dividend, and $0 per cent. are 


stated to have given their approval. 


The following statement was made 
by Charles A. Elder, presi- 


yesterday 
dent of the company, in regard to the 
action which has been taken. 

“In answer to a circular letter to 
our stockholders asking whether we 


should pay a dividend amounting to 
$350,000 November 15, or postpone 
the dividend and use that money 
for proceeding with development. of 
our southwest property, about 90 per 
cent. of our stockholders voted to 
postpone the dividend and push the 
work of developing the Baldwin tract. 
The dividend will probably be paid 
in December or January, depending 
on how soon money becomes easier. 

“We have several hundred men 
now at work getting the southwest 
tract ready for the expected boom of 
1914-15. We are expending about 
$200,000 per month in development 
and furnishing money to our gold 
note holders. 

“The company has no legal labil 
ties, except interest on about $2,000,- 
000 gold notes and certificates. We 
have purchased some property with 
balances due, but the company has 
assumed no HLability to pay them. 
Our acreage is being purchased on 
the releasing plan, that is, receiving 
deeds for certain portions as they are 
paid for. 

“Out of some hundred of pieces 
of land, all except four are clear of 
ali debt. Our own building, at the 
corner of Eighth and Broadway, is

owned outright by our company.”
